Radio broadcasting as a mieans 
of communication between gov- 
ernmental and other authorities 
and the general public, is, at the 
present time, of primary import- 
ance, The attitude of the govern- 
ment, however, and the reguia- 
tions regarding radio reception, 
are paradoxical, to say the least.

E have bécome~’ somewhat 
alarmed at the excessive cigarette 
smoking prevalent today, and i 
would like to quote excerpts from 
an article by Dr. Jesse Mercer 
Gehman, eminent health writer. 
as published in “Health for All,” 
London, England: 

“Not only will British women 
pay a prohibitive price for jo'n 
the ‘Women Smoking for 
Victory’ campaign, but Britain 
itself will pay an incalculable 
price in a deteriotated succeed- 
ing generation, the offspring of 
polson-saturated mothers 

“There have been’ numerous 
observations that give credénce 
to the belief, long held by scien- 
tists, that tobacco affecta the 
procreative powers of both male 
and female, and the health of 
children of smoking mothers. 

“Among these observations is 
that of Dr.. Kostai, physician to 
the Royal Tobacco Company of 
Iglan, near Vienna. He made an 
intensive study of the effects of 
tobacco on the women workers 
of the tobacco factories; and ob 
served that the infanfs of these 
women were utlived One 
third of thé infants died within 
a year_of birth. One-fifth | 
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of all 
the children showed poisoning of 
brain nerves, and died 
in convulsions: He found further
